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Airport Switch To New 
Authority 6-8 Weeks Away

A change in control of Grayling McNamara 
Airport operation from Crawford County to a 
new Transportation Authority may still be six 
to eight weeks away, said Bob Chappel, chair- 
man of the authority. 

The transition has the county and the trans- 
portation authority’s hands tied in making 
decisions about current airport problems. 
The airport has been closed the last five 
weekends and is running about $20,000 in the 
red for 1983, 

Several persons are interested in contract- 
ing to operate the airport, and they say they 
can save the county or transportation 
authority money while improving services. 


John Haller said at the county com- 
missioners’ meeting last Thursday the county 
could have saved an estimated $33,000 last 
year with a contract similar to one he was 
proposing. He said expenses at the airport 
were $48,523 for 1982 under the current 
arrangement while a private contract would

have cost a fixed rate of $10,000 to the 
operator and approximately $4,000 in expen- 
ses such as snow plowing and grass mowing.. 

Other benefits under a private contract he 
said would be the county not having to pay 
overtime, F.1.C,A. and M.E.S.C. costs, work- 
man’s compensation, or retirement. Plus the 
airport would be open seven days a week and 
service could be obtained 24 hours a day. 

The commissioners listened to Haller’s 
proposal but didn’t want to make a long-range 
decision with a switch in power due soon. 

Commissioners did approve retaining a 
previously laid-off airport employee up to six 
weeks longer to fill in for an assistant 
manager who resigned. A motion to hire 
Haller as temporary assistant manager was 
tabled after he said he did not want the 
position. 

The five-member Transportation Authority 
of Chappel, Joe Meredith, Howard Guyette, 
Joe Wakeley, and Jerry Morford has planned 
a special meeting to try to speed the tran- 
sition of control of the airport.

Classrooms Open Sept. 7, 
Middie School Vote Nears

Classes at all four schools in the Crawford 
AuSable School District and classes in the 
Gerrish-Higgins School District will begin 
Wednesday, Sept. 7. 

The Crawford AuSable School District 
covers the City of Grayling, Frederic, 
Lovells, Maple Forest, and Grayling Town- 
ships as well as half of Beaver Creek Town- 
ship. Gerrish-Higgins School District covers 


all of South Branch Township and half of 


Beaver Creek. 
A pull-out information sheet on the Craw- 


. ford AuSable Schoo) District is available in- 


side. 

Along with the opening of classrooms, 
another important date draws near for the 
Crawford AuSable District — a millage 
proposal Sept. 12 to replace a 67-year-old 
middle school, 

The proposal asks voters for 2.95 mills 
spread over 20 years to build a 64,000-sq.-ft. 
middle school attached to the high school. Ar- 
chitects estimate an attached building shar- 
ing the wood shop, art room, drafting room, 
auditorium, home economics rooms, and 
band and vocal rooms will cost half a million 
dollars less than a separate structure. 


The proposed middle school will contain 15 
classrooms, two science. labs, one science 
room, one language lab, two reading rooms, 


one computer room, two special education 
rooms, one art classroom, one shop room, a 
library, cafeteria, counseling and adminis- 
trative office, bathrooms, and a gym. 

The proposal also includes a bus loading 
area to further separate middle school 
students and high school students. New play 
fields and a fence will also be constructed to 
keep high school and middle schoo! students 
apart. 

School officials feel the new building is 
necessary to replace the 67-year-old middle 
school which has problems with its heating, 
plumbing, electrical, and ventilation systems 


_ as well as deterioration in walls, ceilings, and 


roof joists. They also say the building is not 
energy efficient, does not comply with 
barrier-free laws for the handicapped, and 
does not have an adequate acoustical at- 
mosphere for education. They say the three- 
acre site in town isn’t big enough for outside 
play and physical education and the cafeteria 
area is too small. . 

The total cost of the new building will be 
$4,300,000 and it will house grades 5-8. Super- 
intendent Kent Reynolds says projections in- 
dicate enrollment at Frederic and Grayling 
Elementary will exceed capacity by 100 
students within five years. By including fifth 
graders in the new middle school, he feels 
there will be adequate classrooms for all K-12 
students for the next ten years.

Gives County Time to Act

A mid-year county budget review - although, and the prosecuting attorney’s office ($5000 


containing some bad news - was well-received 
by county commissioners because the up-to- 
date information may save them a lot of head- 
aches down the road. 

The mid-year budget review - the first one 
ever for Crawford County - showed Com- 
missioners how actual spending and revenues 
were proceeding compared to estimates used 
in the budget. The county treasurer's office 
and clerk’s office prepared the report for 
commissioners to use in watching guard over 
a budget which can easily go astray of 
estimates. As recently as 1979 the county 
budget ran into a $150,000 deficit that led to 
the lay off of six county employees and the 
elimination of 11 C.E.T.A. positions. _ 


The 1983 mid-year review indicated overall 
expenses may exceed revenues by $44,325 by 
the end of the year unless changes are made. 

The biggest wrench thrown into the 1983 
budget was an estimated $62,000 extra 
required for airport operations. 

Other expenditures which appear to be run-

extra), board of prisoners (estimated $10,000 
extra), and $15,000 to purchase radios for the 
sheriff dept. The radios were to be bought ona 
payment plan but the county discovered later 
" it was over the limit it could legally finance. 

Expenditures that appeared to be running 
under budget projections were in the 
treasurer’s office ($9,600 less), insurance 
costs ($10,000 less), and in the sheriff depart- 
ment where the amount spent for vehicle pur- 
chase is expected to be $16,800 under the 
budgeted amount. 

On the revenue side, the major change in 
budgeted amounts is a $63,000 transfer from 
the public irmprovement fund to general fund. 
Overall, the mid-year review indicated 
revenues were $82,000 above budget 


estimates and expenditures were $126,325 
above budget estimates leaving a projected 
$44,325 deficit, 

But the advantages of the mid-year report 
leaves commissioners four months to make 
adjustments rather than find out about the 
deficit at the end of the fiscal year.

e As always, do not mix 
drinking and _— driving. 
Remember the tougher new 
laws. 

¢ Wear seatbelts; they are 
proven to reduce or prevent 
injury when an accident oc- 
curs. 

° If a tire blows out: do not 
slam on brakes. Instead 
pump them lightly. Grip the 
steering wheel firmly to 
guide the vehicle on a 
straight path. Pull well off 
the road to change the tire, 
placing flares or triangular 
warning reflectors behind 
and in front of the vehicle. 

e If skidding on a rain-slick 
road: gradually let up on the 
gas pedal and steer in the 
direction of the skid. Do not 
slam on brakes. When skid- 
ding has stopped, apply 
brakes gradually by pum- 
ping them. Be ready for a 
possible counter-skid. 

¢ If a tire slips off the 
pavement, onto a_ soft 
shoulder: do not turn the 
wheel sharply to return to 
the pavement. Instead slow 
down, gradually. Do not 
slam on brakes. Using your 
tun signal, pull off the road 
or go slowly until it is safe to

Total state and local government 
revenues are cut by approximately 
one-third, roughly $6.9 billion in the 
1982-83 fiscal year, because of 
various tax expenditures, a report 
from the Department of 
Management and Budget reports. 

Details of the report were 
discussed recently at a House 
Taxation sub-committee on tax ex- 
penditures, and the head of that sub- 
committee said the figures will 
enable his group to analyze better 
the actual worth and effectiveness 
of the different tax expenditures. 

Rep. Jeffrey Padden  (D- 
Wyandotte) said with the data on 
the actual amounts involved in tax 
expenditures, the subcommittee 
could start reviewing whether those 
expenditures actually provide more 
benefit to the state. 

The figures should ‘‘astonish tax- 
payers who don’t enjoy the benefits 
of these expenditures and have to 
shoulder the burden,”’ he said. 

Padden said almost all taxpayers 
do get some benefit from the tax ex- 
penditures, such as the personal 
exemption which is designed to 
make the income tax more 
progressive, but the committee 
wants to examine how generally ap- 
plied the tax expenditures are, ‘‘then 
determine if those are a valid public 
purpose.’ 

The subcommittee will begin the 
review process in September with 
hopes of completing it by the middle 
of the fall quarter. 

The report is the fourth the state 
has issued since it was mandated to 
estimate tax expenditures by the 
Legislature in 1979. 

Joanne Paul, of the department’s 
Revenue and Tax Analysis Office, 
said the figures it issued in the 
report were just estimates since the 
reyenues are not actually collected 
and returned.

Estimates on the cost of different 
state income tax expenditures, for 
example, she said are not based on 
the current withholding rate but 
based on the previous rate of 4.6 
percent, not the current 6.35 percent 
rate. 

The cost in tax expenditures to 
state revenues is about $4.4 billion 
($3.1 billion of that from the general 
fund) compared to actual collections 
of $7.15 billion. Local government 
tax expenditures take about $2.5 
billion compared to collections of 
$5.4 billion. 

Other newly enacted costs include 
$5 million from an inheritance tax 
exemption for estates passed on to 
surviving spouses and a_ single 
business tax credit given to new 
employers equal to the amount of 
the higher federal unemployment 
tax, which is estimated to cost 
nearly $1 million. 

The state recouped those losses by 
some $700,000 by increasing the 
single business tax liability of 
domestic insurance companies. — 

In estimating the cost of tax ex- 
penditures, Paul said, the office does 
not try to determine if the tax ex- 
penditure has generated certain 
kinds of behavior - such as expanded 
economic development - intended by 
the Legislature. 

Two of the largest state tax ex- 
penditures are $564.4 million for the 
personal exemption under the in- 
come tax and $539.8 million for the 
property tax credit under the in- 
come | tax.

Other large expenditures reported 
include $330 million for the food and 
drug sales tax exemption, $745 
million for services exempted from 
the sales tax, $202.7 million from 
industrial processing exempted 
from sales tax and $151.2 million 
from the labor intensity single 
business tax credit.

The location of the visiting room, detoxification cell, con- 
struction of a window in the detoxification cell, amount of square 
feet required in each cell, feasibility or removing the maximum 
security cell and converting the area into a multi-purpose room 
were also discussed. The architectural firm was contacted 
relative to removing interior walls. Use of the patrol cars by 
Dept. employees during lunch periods was discussed. Contact by 
radio is necessary at all times. 

Treasurer's Report ~ Representatives of the City and Gray- 
ling Township on the Transportation Authority were receptive 
of the action taken by the County relative to funding and num- 
ber of employees at the airport at the last meeting. Hours of 
operation, correspondence from Airport Manager Al Livrance, 
and the 1983 budget were reviewed. A meeting will be arranged 
with employees of the Airport and Transportation Authority 
Members to discuss goals and operation of the airport. 

An inquiry if the County has considered purchase of a com- 
puter and contracting out to the townships and city for tax work 
was received. Treasurer Wakeley reminded the Board of the limit 
on County obligations in borrowing funds. Much information 
and costs must ‘be obtained before any consideration can be 
made. | 

Committee Reports: 

Mental Health — Much of the meeting was spent on budgets 
and programs for the next fiscal year. Budgets for leave of ab- 
sence without pay were considered. Mr. Lucas and Mr. Vander- 
ven of Wexford County opposed the Family-Teaching Home 
being located in their subdivision. Minutes of the June meeting 
and a copy of the 1983 Fiscal Year Shared Management Con- 
tract between the North Central Michigan Community Mental 
Health Board and the Michigan Department of Mental Health 
were placed on file. 

NEMCOG — The A-35 Committee approved four projects. 
County appropriations for the proposed budget for 1984 are at 
the same level as for 1983. The Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy appropriates approximately $46,000.00. Harland brought to 
the Boards attention the increase in the Judge’s Standardization 
Fund noted in the minutes of the March meeting of MAC Per- 
sonnel Officers. Further information will be obtained on this. 

Community Development -- An application for a loan from 
the Chamber of Commerce to have an office building constructed 
in the amount of $27,000.00 was approved. Said site wili be on 
City Park property, provide public restrooms, have adequate 
parking, and utilize the Building Trades Class. An application 
for a loan to purchase equipment for a saw mill operation was 
tabled pending further financial reports. 

Mich. No. Counties — Al Blankenship, Consultant, gave an 
interesting presentation at the meeting. Policy limits on spen- 
ding were recommended. Adoption of Dept. total budgets in- 
stead of line item budgets was also suggested. Requirements of 
budgeting acts were reviewed. MSU Retired Professor Gordon 
gave an informative presentation on how to conduct public 
meetings. 


Dept. of Social Services -- A spouse abuse workshop is being. 


set up in the area. 

Craw/Rose SCD —. the election of officers at the Annual 
Meeting resulted in the same officers being re-elected. Awards 
were presented to 4th, 5th & 6th grade students. Neilson 
received a Fifteen Year Service award. . 

Dist. Health — Increase in participation in programs offered 
was noted. A blood sugar screening program will be conducted in 
the Senior Citizen Center. The fee for testing eye and hearing of 
school children was increased to $2.50. 

The septic system for the proposed new middle school was 
discussed. Ground saturation, lift staions, septic systems, and 
tying into the City’s sewer system were discussed. Consensus of 
the Board was to wait until the presentation by shoo] personnet 
is given. 

Manpower — much more work needs to be completed 
relative to JTPA programs and the Service Delivery Areas. 
Designation of the local grant recipient, County Executive Of- 
ficers or delegates responsibilities, and other issues must be 
clarified, 

Zoning Comm, — a joint meeting for both Planning Com- 
mission and Zoning Commission members has been scheduled 
for August 3 to review requirements of the Enabling Act, plans, 
ordinance amendments, and costs involved. 

DPW -- some changes in personnel have taken place at the 
landfill, revenues are increasing at the present time, trenching 
for the winter will be put out for bids, and other concerns have 
been resolved. . 

Fish Hatchery — the project is going great at this time. 
Grants are being sought to keep the project going, construction 
and sale of picnic tables and river boats is being considered, the 


percentage of fish loss is about 1%, and bus tours are planned ° 


during Milltown week. 

Finance -~ information is being obtained on implementing 
P.A. 621 of 1976 from the Dept. of Treasury. 

Planning Comm. — the milara are back and a code sheet is 
being compiled. The price on reproducing the maps was set. at 
$5.00 per map through the Building and Zoning Dept. 

Council on Aging — grievance procedures for both residents 
and visitors are being considered. The blood sugar testing pro- 
gram will be set up by the Health Dept. 

NACo — the Conference was well attended, interesting and 
informative. The information compiled on the Land Use Inven- 
tory Map project was well received. The theme of the convention 
was rural counties and working together, sharing costs was 
stressed. The new JTPA program was reviewed in detail and the 
fact that it is a job training program not a program to create 
jobs was also stressed. Management improvement was also 
discussed. 

Sales of mini bonds to private individuals was also discussed 
at sessions. Governmental units are good investments. The issue 
should be pursued in our area,

MAC 2nd Reg. — a workshop was held at Boyne City. 
Working together was also stressed at this conference. The 
Downtown Center Conference in the Detroit area was 
highlighted. Training, placement, and re-training of persons for 
the job market is receiving good comments. At a meeting in 
Lansing with representatives of the Military and DNR on the 
land exchange of the 60 to 65 thousand acres of guard range 
from State to Military, discussion on the loss of revenue, 
recreation area, condemnation of private land, erosion, and many 
other factors was held. Indication was given that nothing will 
change if the transfer takes place, only the impact areas will be 
fenced to protect the Military from the liability incurred when 
citizens remove shells and etc. from these areas. The tax struc- 
ture in this area was reviewed. It was noted that some of the 
property is assessed at the ad valorum rate. The nesting area for 
the Kirtland Warbler was also discussed. Private property in the 
KP Lake and North Branch area may be subject to condem- 
nation.

August 9th Regular Meeting 
Synopsis . 

The August 9th meeting of the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners came to order at 9:30 a.m. with all com- 
missioners present. Sixteen visitors also attended at various 
times. The minutes of July 28th were accepted with one minor 
clarification, after which twenty two pieces of correspondence 
were acknowledged, reviewed and placed on file. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS included: 

FINANCE: Approval of General Fund vouchers in the 
amount of $30,038.05, Airport bills totaling $15,464.91 and Fish 
Hatchery vouchers in the amount of $1,821.49. Commissioner’s 
salary, per diem and expenses respectively approved as follows: 
Kitchen: $200.00, $180.00 and $48.40. Harland: $150.00, $190.00 
and $90.64. Miller: (five months) $750.00, $560.00 and $201.96. 
Neilson: $150.00, $200.00 and $31.24, Welaer: $150.00, $170.00 
and $3.96. Joyce: $150.00, $180.00 and $84.84. Mattis (two mon- 
ths) $300.00, $320.00 and $48.40. Two members (Kitchen and 
Harland) were added to the Statutory Finance Committee, in- 
creasing membership from three to five. These appointments 
were confirmed by Board vote, A preliminary report was given 
regarding riding lawn mowers. If a purchase is made, it will be 
after a bidding procedure. 

LABOR: AFSCME negotiated benefits for court employees 
will be discussed with Judges Walsh and Kraus at an August 
12th meeting. 

ROADS AND BRIDGES: Work is complete on Four Mile 
Road; and it is now an all-weather road. 

DISTRICT HEALTH: Grand Traverse County has 
requested another doctor and santiarian. 

LAW ENFORCEMENT: Jim Bourque of Bourque and 
Associates will meet with the committee August 10th to discuss 
funding alternatives for jail renovation or construction. 

NEMCOG: Joyce was authorized to vote on behalf of Craw- 
ford County at the August 19th NEMCOG Full Council 
Meeting, should Kitchen be unable to attend. 

INSURANCE: The County’s self-insurance fund presently 
has $20,864.00, and health and retirement self insurance is being 
investigated. A sheriff’s patrol car, which was involved in an ac- 
cident, will be advertised for sale at a minimum bid of $800.00. 
Bidding deadline is August 22, 1983, with bids to be opened 
August 25, 1983. A safety seminar is being planned for em- 
ployees. 

DPW: Problems which threatened DNR closing of the land- 
fill have been resolved with grading and backfilling. 

PLANNING COMMISSION: Discussion was held on the 
need for the development of a Land Use Plan and updating of the 
County’s 1971 Zoning Ordinance. The consensus was that 
changes in zoning law, and the diversified needs of a growing 
area have rendered the present Ordinance impractical, difficult 
to administer and in some cases illegal, The Planning and Zoning 
Commissions were authorized to pursue efforts to obtain the 
services of a professional planner to serve as a consultant for the 
development of a future Land Use Plan and Zoning Ordinance 
through appropriate county bidding procedures. . 

MANPOWER: County Delegates, PIC and Manpower have 
reached official agreement on JTPA. Small Business Develop- 
ment Center designation has been granted to the Northeast 
Michigan Consortium, The term ‘‘Manpower”’ is being dropped 
from the Consortium’'s title. 

MAC: H.J. Vander Putten and Elnora Vader were recom- 
mended by Mattis for election to the ‘at large’ seats on the 
MAC Board of Directors. 

SHERIFF'S REPORT: The County has been granted a six- 
ty day extension te respond to the Dept. of Corrections Jail In- 
spection Report, Jail Administrator Mike Johnson’s request for 
payment in lieu of twelve days vacation was granted, and a 
policy requiring prospective Sheriff Dept. empioyees to undergo 
psychological evaluation on a cost shared basis was adopted. 
‘I'he County's use of a tracking dog will be covered by contract 
for insurance purposes. The Sheriff also advised that citizen 
complaints involving conduct of his officers should be accom- 
panied by car number, date and time of the alleged incident. 

TREASURER’S REPORT: A review of the County Budget 
through June 30, 1983 is planned; and a proposal is being drafted 
for bids on an All Funds Audit. Recommendations for ad- 
dressing the problems at the Airport were also presented for 
Board consideration. 

ADDRESSING THE BOARD BY APPOINTMENT 
WERE: 

¢ Fred Schaibly, Lovells Township Supervisor, who ex- 
pressed his concerns regarding the possible transfer of 67,000 
acres of State land to the Military by the D.N.R, Schaibly ex- 
pressed alarm that action on the transfer is moving rapidly, and 
said he believes it will materalize regardless of local concerns. 
The possible condemnation of private property, and possible 
fencing of the entire area were also discussed, in light of the ef- 
fect this would have on access to Lovell’s Township by trails 
which run through the land. The Assistant Prosecutor has been 
requested. under the Freedom of Information Act. to obtain — 
from the D.N.R. all material relevant to the transfer. Kitchen 
will organize a public meeting at the Armory for mid September, 
and will invite D.N.R. and Military Officials, legislators and in- 
terested citizens to attend. — ; ; , 

Personnel of the Grayling McNamara Airport met with the 
Board during both the morning and afternoon sessions to 
discuss the status of Airport operation. There was ‘much 
discussion on funding problems, hours of operation, shortage of 
personnel and the need for equipment repairs. Actions taken in- 
cluded: 

® Authorization for Lewis J.enz to inspect the faulty jet fuel 
tanker truck, and submit an itemized cost estimate for repairs. 

* A laid-off employee was temporarily recalled to work at 
‘$4.00 per hour from August 15th through August 31st to replace 
the Assistant Airport Manager, who resigned. A second em- 
ployee was authorized for the same recall should the first refuse. 
The Personnel Committee, who will advertise to fill the position 
permanently, was authorized to select an alternative temporary 
replacement in the event both laid-off personnel were unavail- 
able. 

* In addition, the Board heard opinions on contracting the 
Airport; and accepted an offer from Rengo Brothers, Inc. of a 
loaner tanker truck should the County’s truck be scheduled for 
repairs. 

DORA FROMHOLY, area liason for Congressman Albosta, 
met to familiarize the Board with services available through the 
Congressman's office, and discuss any problems which might 
need attention. Fromholz will be at the courthouse the second 
Tuesday of the month from 1:30 p.m. to 2:30 p.m., and an 800 
phone number is available. 

IN OTHER BUSINESS, the Board: 

Heard a report from Miller on Frederic road improvement 
projects, and the intent, of a Frederic property owner to donate 
640 acres to the State for a game preserve. Miller will obtain 
figures on how the resulting tax revenue loss would impact local 
units of government. 

Moved to support HB 4816, which would increase recording 
fees from $3.00 to $5.00 for the first page of all instruments. 

Appointed Commissioner Joyce as Crawford County's dele- 
gate to PIC of JTPA. 

Authorized a letter to be sent to NEMCOG, NEMCSA and 
the Northeast Michigan Consortium relative to intra-agency 
conflicts. 

Authorized a letter to be sent to Colonel Gwilt relative to the 
problems at the Grayling McNamara Airport. 

Heard a report from Walt Nowak, the County’s represen- 
tative to Substance Abuse. The region receives $100 thousand 
for Substance Abuse from the State, $20 thousand of which goes 
to our District Health Department. ' 

Referred a funding proposal from the Grayling Recreation 
Authority to the Insurance Committee for a recommendation at 
the August 25th Board Meeting, 

Meeting adjourned at 5:40 p.m.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

Rain, how welcome you 
are as you soak into the 
thirsty ground and into the 
tissues of plants parched by 
the sun. What is there about 
rain that puts the green and 
growth back into plants so 
much better than a sprinkler 
can? The grass turning so 
brown seems to turn green 
literally under your feet. 
Flowers normally at full 
growth by this time, but 
Slowed by the dry weather, 
jump into full growth and 
bloom seemingly overnight. 
White and Red Pine provide 
good rain gauges for years 
past since both trees produce 
a whorl of branches each 
year. The spaces between 
the whorls indicate a year of 
upward growth with all that 
growth at the top and on the 
end of the branches. In a 
good year with adequate sun 
and moisture, a White Pine 
will go up as much as thirty 
inches, but an averge would 
probably be closer to four- 
teen inches. Poor years, 
especially when there is lit- 
tle moisture, are indicated 
by shorter spaces between 
whorls, Several short spaces 
may be an indication of too 
much shade which neither 
the Red nor the White Pine 
can tolerate well. You can 
determine the age of a pine 
even if it is twelve or four- 
teen inches in diameter so 
long as you can see the 
whorls or evidence of them. 
Wet or dry years, they 
change just as we do.

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IMMUNIZATION 


The Michigan Public Health Code requires that Kin- 
dergarten students and students new to a district must 
present proof of at least one dose of measles, mumps, 
rubella, tetann, pertussis, diptheria and polio vaccine to 
enter school. Kindergarten students will not be admitted 
until proof of immunization is shown and students new to 
the district must present proof through a transfer of 
records from another district or from their physician 
within one month after they enroll or they will be ex- 
cluded from school until such proof is shown. The Public 
Health Department in the County Courthouse has waiver 
forms for those seeking waivers to this code for religious 
reasons. 


GRAYLING STUDENTS ATTENDING FREDERIC ELEMENTARY 


Will be picked up at the Grayling Elementary School between 8:25 and 8:30 each morning and wili be 
bused directly to the Frederic Elementary School. AD regular bus runs will have arrived at the Grayling 
Elementary in time for this run.

THE EXCELLENCE REPORT 


Much aitention has been given to the report of the National Commission on Excellence in Education, 
‘‘A Nation at Risk: The Imperative for Educational Reform’’. The Crawford AuSable School District has 
a cormmitment to excellence and continued improvement. The district is undertaking a therough evalua- 
tion of the report as it relates to District programs. The National Commission recognized and addressed 
the vital responsibilities of parents and of students in the educational process with an open letter to 
parents and an open letter to students. They are reprinted below. It is sincerely hoped that all parents, 
students and members of the community will carefully review both letters. 


Open Letter To Parents 

You know that you cannot confidently launch 
your children into today’s world unless they are 
of strong character and well-educated in the use 
of language, science, and mathematics. They 
must possess a deep respect for intelligence, 
achievement, and learning, and the skills needed 
to use them; for setting goals; and for 
disciplined work. That respect must be accom- 


panied by an intolerance for the shoddy and 


second-rate masquerading as ‘good enough.” 
You have the right to demand for your children 
the best our schools and colleges can provide. 
Your vigilance and your refusal to be satisfied 
with less than the best are the imperative first 
step. But your right to a proper education for 
your children carries a double responsibility. As 
surely as you are your child’s first and most in- 
fluential teacher, your child’s ideas about educa- 
tion and its significance begin with you. You 
must be a living example of what you expect 
your children to honor and to emulate. More- 
over, you bear a responsibility to participate ac- 
tively in your child’s education. You should en- 
courage mere diligent study and discourage 
‘satisfaction with mediocrity and the attitude that 
says “let it slide’; monitor your child’s study; 
encourage good study habits; encourage your 
child to take more demanding rather than less 
demanding courses; nurture your child’s curio- 
sity, creativity, and confidence; and be an active 
participant in the work of the schools. Above all, 
exhibit a commitment to continued learning in 
your own life. Finally, help your children under- 
stand that excellence in education cannot be 
achieved without intellectual and moral in- 
tegrity coupled with hard work and commit- 


' ment. Children will look to their parents and 


teachers as models of such virtues.

You forfeit your chance for life at its fullest 
when you withhold your best effort in learning. 
When you give only the minimum to learning, 
you receive only. the minimum in return. Even 
with your parents’ best example and your 
teachers’ best efforts, in the end it is your work 
that determines how much and how well you 
learn. When you work to your full capacity, you 
can hope to attain the knowledge and skills that 
will enable you to create your future and control 
your destiny. If you do not, you will have your 
future thrust upon you by others. Take hold of 
vour life, apply your gifts and talents, work with 
dedication and self-discipline.
